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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 20 recites the limitation "the means for attaching the outer pouches to the 
housing" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Outer pouches are set forth in claim 6. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 5, 7-13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kohn in view of Siegel, both of record and Bird. 

Applicant's main argument is that pouches are releasably attached to at least 
three of the inner sides of the insert container. Kohn discloses a purse insert with a 
bottom and at least four sides. Siegel teaches the provision of removable pouches in 
the inner sides of a purse insert with either snaps or hook and loop material as claimed. 
To have provided the insert of Kohn with snaps or hook and loop material to receive 
removable pouches for organizing the contents would have been obvious in view of 
such teaching by Siegel. Moreover to have provided such attaching means on all inner 
sides of the insert to receive additional pouches would have been obvious in view of 
such teaching by Bird. Such an arrangement would permit the inclusion of additional 
pouches and involve at least four sides in the insert of Kohn. 
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3. Claims 6 and 20, insofar as it is definite, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over the references as applied to claim 5 above, and further in view 
of Cantor, of record. 

To have provided pouches which are secured to the exterior of the housing to 
prevent theft or injury from attempted theft would have been obvious in view of such 
teaching by Cantor at 24. 

4. Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the references as applied to claims 5 and 1 1 above, and further in view of Murphy. 

To have provided the insert with additional walls defining partitions to form 
additional compartments would have been obvious in view of Murphy, teaching an insert 
(22) for a handbag with partitions defining a plurality of compartments for receiving a 
plurality of containers to organize the contents. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 5 and 1 1 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claims 1-13, 16 and 20-22 have been rejected while claims 1-4, 14, 15, and 17- 
19 have been canceled. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Oswalt and Allen teach removable attachments to at least three 
walls in bags. Mastronardo and Giampolo teach insert with partitions defining a plurality 
of walls in bags. Lamphier shows a bag with detachable containers received on a 
plurality of insert walls.
